(Sunday through Saturday). This white sturgeon possession and sales
limit applies to mainstem fisheries only.

Electronic fish tickets must be
submitted within 24 hours of closure of the fishing period, or within 24
hours of landing for fishing periods lasting longer than 24 hours.

Retention of green sturgeon is prohibited
